The  delay  in  receiving  the  microfiche  Block  Statistic  maps  poses  a  problem  for 
GPO,  because  the  most  appropriate  means  of  cataloging  the  maps  is  on  the  same 
bibliographic  record  as  the  report.    Rather  than  delay  the  cataloging,  wo  have 
decided  to  proceed  with  cataloging  both  the  report  and  maps  as  the  repoi'ts  are 
received  in  the  Classification  and  Cataloging  branch.    The  maps  will  be 
treated  as  accompanying  material  to  the  report.    The  sales  information  will 
reflect  the  format  in  which  each  is  available  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Documents.    The  item  number  will  represent  both  the  report  and  maps,  even 
though  the  maps  have  not  yet  been  distributed.    The  first  records  will  appear 
in  the  August  Monthly  Catalog.
